IN $2,900,000 FIRE 


Husband of Opera Singer, 
Seen Entering Burning 
Warehouse.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—One of 
the worst fires Manhattan has had 
in years, raging all afternoon in a 
century-old warehouse on the Hud- 
son River, was finally brought un- 
der control late last night. 

Somewhere in the charred and 
tumbled interior, Jay A. Mellish, 
head of the firm which leased the 
warehouse and husband of Marv 
Mellish, Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany soprano, is believed to have 
perished. 

He ran safely to the street when 
an exploding gasoline tank started 
night, Chief Fire Marshal Brophy 
the fire, but his employes saw him 
hesitate, turn and dart back a mo- 
ment later. No one saw him come 
out. Ten minutes tater the ware- 
house was a roaring furnace. 

After questioning employes last 
reported to Fire Commissioner Dor- 
man, that Mellish had undoubtedly 
met his death in the burning bulld- 
ing. 

The property loss in the fire was 
estimated at $2,500,000. More than 
1500 new automobiles that had 
been stored temporarily in the 
warehouse pending delivery to 
dealers in this city, were destroyed. 
Several hundred motor boats, 
stored there for the winter, also 
were destroyed.

The holdup was witnessed by a 
club member, Warne Niedringhaus, 
48 Portland place, who said there 
were two men in each of the cars, 
the fourth man having been inac- 
tive. Mason was under the impres- 
sion the shabby robber had been 
shot, but Niedringhaus said the

WATSON DENIES ADING 
ANTESALOON LEADER 


Senator Says in Deposition He 
Did Not Try to Influence 
Indiana Supreme Court. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Sen- 


ator Watson of Indiana denied in 
a deposition made here today that 
he had made any attempt to in- 


maker, Indiana Anti-Saloon League 
officer, accused of contempt of 
court, 

Senator Watson and Henry Lane 
Wilson, former Ambassador to 
Mexico, were questioned today by 
Arthur L. Gilliam, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Indiana. Inasmuch as Sen- 
ator Watson could not appear in 
court, because of ill health, the 
depositions were taken here. 

Shumaker was sentenced to jail 
as a result of remarks he had 
made about the procedure of the 
courts in Indiana. He charged in- 
efficiency in handling appeals to 
the Su.reme Court in liquor cases. 
He was quoted as saying “a2 ma- 
jority of the Supreme Court is at 
least liberal in its sentiment’ and 
that one member was hostile to 
prohibition. 

No Promises, Watson Says. 
Watson and Wilson were em- 
phatic in their assertion that the 
Senator had net made promises to 
Shumaker. 

Watson, testifying as to a con- 
versation of Aug. 15, 1926, said 
that Dr. Shumaker had urged him 
to “get the Republican State or- 
ganization together to condemn 
Arthur Gillion for bethging this ac- 
tion against me.”’ 

The Senator said that Shumaker 
had declared: ‘“ Iregard this as a 
very unfair attack On me and one 
which the Republican party will be 
held responsible for if I am prose- 
cuted to the full limit.” 

He was told, Watson said, that 
the ebject of the State Committee 
was not in any way to interfere 
with the judicial department. 
The Antisaloon League superin- 
tendent expressed the belief that 
action on his case was being de- 
ferred until after the elections and 
that, “after that’s over, they want 
to send me to jail or to the penal 
farm.” 

A threat that the “Antisaloon 
League and Methodist Church will 
hold you responsible if this thing 
isn’t done,”’ was thade by Shumak- 
er, Watson said. 

Wilson, testifying to the conver- 
sation which he heard, said that 
the Senator had asked Dr. Shumak- 
er: “Do you mean to say you 
would use the power of the Meth- 
odist Church es ~ Antisaloon 
League against me?” 

‘Waited and Swore.” 
Asked about Senator Watson's 
demeanor, after that remark, Wil- 
son smiled and said, “He walted a 
while and swore.” 


Further questioning brought out 
that Senator Watson had _ told 
Antisaloon League fepresentatives 
that the organization could do 
“either its Garndest or its damnd- 
est.” 


Senator Watson testified that 
Senator Robinson of Indiana had 
come to his office and expressed 
the belief. that Shumaker should 
not he sent fo jail and. if there 
were ony legitimate means to help 
him, these should be exercised. 

The two Senators, who Were up 
for re-eléction last year, discussed 
the political effects of a jail sent- 
enee and its “unfavorable r-action”

This factory has been rapidly expanding, due 
to the growing demand for this type of pole, and 
it is expected that within a short time the plant 
will undergo another expansion which will greatly 
increase its capacity, which at present ranges be- 
tween one hundred and one hundred and fifty poles 
a day.

Husband of Author of ‘“‘Gentle- 
men Prefer Blondes” Was 
Speechless 18 Months.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—The reason 
Anita Loos, diminutive brun- 
ette, has had to do all the ex- 
plaining since she discovered the 
preference of gentlemen for 
blondes, was made known when 
the author of “Gentleren Pre- 
fer Blondes” sailed yesterday for 
New York with her husband, John 
Emerson, 

The reason was, Emerson said, in 
his first interview since the publi- 
cation of the famous treatise, that 
he had lost his voice. For a time 
he thought he never would regain 
it, but a Vienna physician recently 
performed two operations which 
brought back the power of speech. 

“When my throat became bad ] 
was ordered not to speak,” Emer- 
son said. “Money was pouring in 
from the books my wife and I had 
written, but our success left me 
speechless. 

“T tried 20 doctors in New York, 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles and 
then went in vain to Rome and 
Berlin. In despair I turned to 
Dr. Emi] Glas of Vienna, of whom 
I heard. In a flash he diagnosed 
my case, performing two opera- 
tions and I was allowed to speak 
again,” 

Emerson said his wife then con- 
sulted the surgeon for headaches 
from which she had suffered for 
years. Dr, Glas operated on Miss 
Loos’ nose and the headaches were 
gone.

The authors sailed for Europe 
in May, 1926. Ship news report- 
ers who tried to interview the 
couple about the furor raised by 
Miss Loos’ book, found Emerson 
unable to speak above a whisper.

GENEVA, Nov. 17.—Germany 
has officially registered at the 
League of Nations her ratification 
of the international convention 
which affords protection to wom- 
en workers before and after child- 
birth.

SAYS HE RESIGNED 
TO VOICE PROTEST 


Asserts in House of Lords 


England Broke Up Ge- 
neva Meeting by Refusal 
to Make Concessions.

LONDON, Nov. 17.-Viecoun’ 
Cecil, in a personal statement tv 
the House of Lords last night, e¢x- 
plaining his reasons for leaving th« 
Baldwin Cabinet as a protest 
against the Government's naval po!- 
icy, clearly indicated his belief that 
the present Government is not s- 
rious in its professions of a desir: 

to reduce armaments at sea. 

As if to counteract this speech, 
First Lord of the Admiralty Bridge- 
man, in the House of Common». 


announced only one new cruiser 
would be built this year instead of 
three, as proposed. 

Whether this represents qa real 
reduction in building or whether it 
is planned to allow a leeway for 
next year isn't clear, but the Cahi- 
net has compelled the Admiralty to 
climb down, for Bridgeman had 
stated publicly that since the 
Geneva conference three cruiser» 
were essential this year. 

Lord Cecil's speech brought 
another elder statesman, the Far! 
of Balfour, to his feet to defen! 
the Government. 

“IT regard the Geneva Confer- 
ence,” ye safd, “as thterrupted, not 
ended. Nothing will make me ix 


able either of understanding eac! 
other or coming to a commivoii 
agreement. Our interests are iden- 
tical, our traditions are largely thi: 
same,” 

“If we cannot agree with tlre 
United States over a question «: 
minor importance in navel armua- 
ments,” said Cell, “what prospect 
is there of acreement with a num- 
ber of powers over much more 
complicated questions? 

Two Peace-Loving Nations. 

“I feel deeply the fact that. 
whereas Japan was ready to agree 
on any scheme of Iitigation, pro- 
vided it permitted her to make a 
reduction in-armaments, the two 
great Anglo-Saxon communities, 
who always’ claimed to be the most 
peace-loving of all countries, could 
not agree on the relatively tnsig- 
nificant question of the gun power 
of second class cruisers. 

“Surely our two nations, {netead 
of meticulously counting up every 
ton and every gun in each other's 
state, should rather be equal con- 
tributors to a joint force the chief 
duty of which would be mainte- 
nance of the peace of the world.” 


Left Conference Discouraged. 
Cecil began his indictment be- 
fore the date of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can-Japanese conference. He dis- 
closed hia objections, while a Cab- 
inet member, to the British rejee- 
tion of the League of Nations pro- 
tocol for world peace and to the 
British policy as drawn up by the 
committee on imperial defense, of 
which he was a member. Referring 
to the League's preliminary dis- 
armament conference he sald: 
“Representatives of the Admir. 
alty scarcely concealed their tndir- 
ference, if not their dislike, to the 
whole proceedings.” Cecil said he

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BUSINESS LOOKS INTO FARMING. 
If anyone has wondered what practical business 
think of farming and its woes, we have the 


| men 


mission on Agriculture, which has just been made 
public by its chairman, Charles Nagel. 

The Commission is a creature.of the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board and the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, but its findings are its own. 
Here they are: 


. oo 2ST Se 4» — 


1. Farming is better off than it was in the 
period of adjustment after the war. It suffered 
from several things, among them speculation in 
farm real estate, the loss of a foreign market for 
crops in nations impoverished by the war, and 
the higher labor costs, both to itself and the 
makers of manufactured products which it uses, 
resulting from immigration restriction. 

2. Farming suffers from inefficiency. Very few 
farmers practice the usual efficiency of all 
other industry. The farmer must decrease his 
cost production, as well as sell in a more stable 
market than he has had since the war, if he is 
to make farming profitable. He is not, as he 
seems to think, independént, but interdependent. 
He is pings to realize that, and is acting 
upon his realization. Farm communities are 
beginning to function as communities, holding 
in common the .machinery and the power that 
is of use to all. 

3. The Government ought not to become a 
dealer in surplus crops if there is any other 
way to take them off the market and keep up 
farm prices. If that is necessary, as the McNary- 
Haugen bill advocates believe, it should be a part- 
ner with private and co-operative organizations, 
contributing part of the common fund with which 
to hold surplus crops off the market ‘and itself 
associated with all other helpful agencies under 
the guidance of a Federal Farm Board. 

4. Farming needs (a) a more equitable tariff 
under which it can share with manufacturing 
the benefits of protection; (b) regulation which 
will leave crops to lands capable of producing 

crops profitably while lands incapable of so do- 
ing are devoted to forestry, pasturage, etc.; (c) 
to improve, by making life in the country at- 


wealth equitable, the quality of farmers them- 
selves, who are too often tenants and not often 
enough owners interested in making their farms 
pay. 

There are other things which these business men 
‘relate to the farm problem, but these are the prin- | 
cipal points touched upon in their report. It Is, 
we think, a sound and sensible report, a valuable 
contribution to an interesting public question. The 
most encouraging thing about it is that farming is |
